DIGGING ADOLF OUT 


V H E All-H ighest Hitler is adopting what 
* 
m ight be called skunk tactics. He is 
not trying now to extend his stolen terri­ 
tory, but is digging in, on important fronts, 
aiming to hold everything and m ake him­ 
self as offensive as possible. Thus he would 
ride through the assaults the Allies make 
against the outer ring of his defenses. 
This strategy is especially obvious in 
northern Italy, where the Fuehrer and his 
experts are preparing to stand along the 
line of the Po river. Presumably there will 
be similar tactics in Yugoslavia, Greece, 
Bulgaria and elsewhere. If he can hold 
France and his northern and eastern lines 
approxim ately as they stand now, he may 
hope to ride through the storm, wear out 
his enemies and consolidate his holdings, 
while the United Nations on their vast 
outside front are at a disadvantage in many 
places. 
But all this seem ing confidence almost 
certainly represents a forlorn hope. The 
Allies will get Hitler by the heels, drag 
him out and smash through his outer de­ 
fenses. and eventually the world will get 
more or less back to normal. That w ill be 
grand— if it doesn’t have to be done all 
over again, along about the time the ba­ 
bies now being born are planning to marry.

Efficiency of Hearing Aids 


By LOGAN CLENDENING. M. D. 
WHEN THE victim of deafness 
first becomes aware of his condi­ 
tion, he goes through various 
psychological experiences. One of 
these is that he reads about hear-

mg aids and even if he doesn’t 
Uke the idea of wearing a device 
on his head, he hasn’t the slightest 
doubt that he can find one that 
will suit his rase perfectly and 
allow him full hearing. 
It is when he gets it that his 
first disillusionment is likely to 
occur. I think it is too bad that 
the deafness victim pins so much 
hope on these hearing aids be­ 
cause the final disappointment is 
proportionately hard to bear. 
A study made by Drs. Senturia, 
Silverman and Harrison in St. 
Louis took 30 patients with differ­ 
ent forms of deafness and tried 
them on all known kinds of hear­ 
ing aids. Seventeen did not hear 
any better, or so little better as to 
make the use of the instrument 
valueless. 
Operative Deafness 
In efforts made to relieve chron­ 
ic deafness I am not overlooking 
the possibility of the operation de­ 
vised a year or so ago by Dr. Julius 
Lempert of New York. That has 
had a remarkable record of suc­ 
cess in properly selected cases. 
But again it is not a cure-all for 
all kinds of deafness, as the men 
who are doing the operation will 
be the first to tell you. 
Another experience that people 
who are becoming gradually deaf 
go through is that they think they 
are going to get better. They can’t 
believe it is going to happen to 


them. There must be a cure some­ 
where, in thia modern age of mir­ 
acles. It is, of course, on the sur­ 
face a shame to take the hope 
away from them. 
But it is kindness in the long 
run, because they misa the golden 
opportunity of learning the one 
thing that will be the greatest 
comfort to them in the future—lip 
reading. They stand a much better 
chance to learn it while they still 
have some hearing left, but how 
many of them that you know even 
tried ? 
Type* of Hearing Aids 
To go back to hearing aids—it 
was found at the Central Institute 
for the Deaf at St. Louis that dif­ 
ferent aids might prove best for 
different people. In other words, 
there is no one kind of hearing aid 
that is “best.” The kinds of deaf­ 
ness were classified as three: (I) 
middle ear, or conduction deaf­ 
ness; this is the most numerous 
group; the deafness is due to 
slowly growing adhesions in the 
middle ear which prevent the 
movements of the ear drum get­ 
ting to the nerve of hearing; (2) 
nerve deafness in which the nerve 
of the organ of hearing slowly de­ 
generates, and (3) mixed forms. 
The first type ii the moat favor­ 
able for hearing aids, the second 
the least. Sometimes one kind of 
instrument worked better, some­ 
times the other. Bone conduction 
aids, for instance, are not neces­ 
sarily better than air conduction 
aids. In general, the hone conduc­ 
tion instruments worked better in 
conduction deafness, the air con­ 
duction instrument in perception 
deafness. 
In any case the maximum im­ 
provement is obtained only after 
considerable trial by the patient, 
and training with the help of a lip 
reading teacher.
